The Archbishop Deeply Deplores 


Occurrences of This Nature.

Archbishop Ireland passed through 


Sew York the: other afternoon, return- 
ing home from the Catholic Total Ab- 
siinence convention- in .Hartford.

said the report in certain New York pa- 
pers, to the effect that he had been in- 
vited to inake efforts tending toward 
the settlement of the strike or that he 
had himself the intention of putting 
himself forward in this eooayctioa was 
utterly unwarranted and without foun- 
dation. Being further urged to express 
au opinion upon the present strike and 
sirikiss in general,, he said: 


"In common wjtb all citizens I can- 


cot but deeply deplore the occurrences 
of this nature. A strike is always a 
thing- most regrettable, and only under 
most extraordinary cirt-ntastanees may 
it bo countenanced. A strihi; not only 
iafiicts most serious injury upon pur- 
tics ihizntitii.itely 'concerned in it. wheth- 
er employers or employees, but it dis- 
turbs the business at" the country, in- 
terrupts public prosperity, opens the 
way to bitterness of feeliuj between 
classes and endangers social pence.

far better than employees can boar th« 
Uurdetis resulting from a strike. Em- 
ployers su!T->r large financial losses, but

ployees take from these all that they 
have and open before them the door to 
sufferings that will be long lasting, if 
not to starvation itself. Of course, to 
employees entering willingly into a

personal concern, and others have but 
to concede to them their legal right to 
act iu such matter as- they will. 


"Men 
arc the maslers of their hands 


nnd of their labor. The liberty is theirs 
to 'Work or* not to worij. provided they 
understand ibe consequence's that fo?- 
knv and arc- satisfied to nccept nnd-eE- 
duro such consequences. Not only, in- 
deed, is this liberty at nil times theirs, 
but we must furthermore grant that 
occasions may arise, and do arise, wlu-« 
n strike, however serious the conse- 
quences for

means' and. at times perhaps, the soie 
means through which rights appertain- 
ing to them and which are of vital im- 
portance to their ultimate welfare can 
be secured- 1 am laying down genera! 
principles tof ethics, not deciding the 
merits of any particular case. 


"But while the right to enter upon a 


strike is -and must be conceded as a 
right belonging. to the personal freedom 
of workiUfrmeu, this much in list ever 
be iienuinclod, and iu the name of the 
same principle of personal freedom 
under which tncn act who refuse to 
work— that they \vho cease to work 
must Jn no , way Interfere with the lib- 
erty of others who may wish to wort 
The personal freedom of the individual 
citizen -is tbe most snored 'and precious 
inheritance of Americans. The consti- 
tution and the laws authorize it, the 
spirit o£ the country .proclaims ft, the 
prnspsrity of tha people, the verr life 
of the nation, requires it Whatever the 
other interests at stake, that of the 
personal freedom of the individual out- 
rnnks them all, and this must be sus- 
tained even if those are to be sacri- 
ficed. Neither state nor fellow citizen 
may interfere with my personal liberty. 


"It is not for me to dispute the bene- 


fits tbnt may be believed to accrue to 
the vrorliiagmaa from labor unions, 
nor am 1 prepared to say team the in- 
formation tliat comes ..to me through 
newspapers that Jn the present strike 
unions pretend to shorten personal; free- 
dom of men that do not joitt their 
ranks. But this must be ever emphat- 
ically asserted and maintained as an 
inviolable principle — that, however 
much labor uiilons may have reason 
to widen their muster rolls and how- 
ever much they have the legal aad mor- 
al right to do this through paciflc?.ftod 
persuasive methods, they must not at-' 
terapt to wrest from men outside their 
ranks the right to work or to seek to 
coerce them into inactivity by illegal or 
unjust attacks npon their civil and 
moral freedom. So long as this freedom 
is respected tbe questions evoked In. 
the present strike may be teft, In my 
opinion, to the men, employers or em- 
ployees, iv*ho are directly concerned in 
it, although meanwhile all citizens 
have znanyjjgasons to hope and to pray 
that brotb'eriy love: and calm counsel 
will prevail both among 'employers and 
employees and" that peace will sooa 
again reign in the laud."

FARING ifl PORTO RICO 


Great Agrkult|ural Possibilities 


on the Little Island. 


BEE OULTDEB VEST PBOHTABLE. 


Little Attrntlon Paid to CultlTatlon 


of Prult«—RJc« I« imported. While 
Islauu Could Be SJaflC to I'rotiuce 
a Surplus—S<-T«H Per Cent or !><>ii- 
•alnllou Arc Renters. 
Reports received-at tbo war Cepnrt- 


ment hi Washiagton from Porto Ulc-o 
give interesting information as .to the 
agricultural possibilities of the little is- 
land, says the St. Louis'Globe-Demo- 
crat. The official statement indorsed 
by Governor General Allen iucluiles 
the following: 


"According to tbe latest statistics, 


there are 30,021 farms1 lirthis istaod of 
an arerayp size of 45 acres. More than 
three-fourths of the superficial are;i is 
included within the farms aad nearly 
20 per cent of tbe entire area of the is- 
land under actual tillage. Of all the 
farms.fully 93 per cent are tilled by 
their owners, and of these 71 per cent 
are white and 22 per cent are colored. 
Seven per cent are renters. Thy lai'jre 
farms are generally owned by the 
white farmers and the smallest ones by 
tht colored. The principal crops -of 
sugar. C'oli'ee and tobacco arc cultivat- 
ed and produced by the white farmer, 
while the colored farmers devote them- 
selves to the minor crops.

Amerlc"" hives: added 
to the accessnrii.'s of the busisiess in 
use on the continent the Bowers of the 
coffee plunt and the refuse of the sugar 
mills could be laid under contribution, 
and. combined with tbe s«'ei>tt:ess of j 
the myriads of natural (lowers which j 
deck the landscape from the peal; of j 
Yunque to Cape San Francisco, tons of 
the II:OST delicious honey would be pro- 
duced and yield a golden reward to the 
industry of the bees and the skill of the 
bee farmer. It is useless to mtntion 
molasses and rum, tbe incidental prod- 
ucts of the sugar cane, though they 
themselves art sufficient to pay all ex- 
penses of the sugar planters and leave 
the returns t'roal his sugar as clear 
gain. 


"The so called minor crops, which em- 


brace corn, rice, beans, potatoes aud 
the like, are raised solely for home 
consumption. A large amount of rice, 
which forms the principal food of the 
poorer people. Is Imported every year. 
It is unnecessary to import a pound of 
rice, the island being capable of pro- 
ducing more than enough for the use of 
all of its million of people. 


"Very little attention has heretofore 


been given to tbe culture of fruits, 
though 
excellent oranges, bananas, 


plantains, mangoes, aguacates, guavas, 
grapes, lemons. zapoU-s. mamnyes. nis- 
peros, cocoanuts and other tropical 
fruits grow wild in the greatest pro- 
fusion. Proper culture would improve 
tbe quality and enlarge the yield, and

Soap, shoes and bay 
rum are produced in small quantities 
and eutireijr for domestic- use. Any- 
thing like the production on a large 
scale Is utterly unknown.

If capi- 
tal were invested in cotton factories In 
some place convenient to shipping, the 
enterprise certainly woutd flourish.
